24ay  it  plea fc  Totr  Majejly  : 

Our  Majcftics  mod  -loyall  and 
faithfull  Subjeih,  theLordsand 
Commons  in  Pai  Hanaent,  have 
duely  confidered  the  Meilage  re- 
ceived from  your  M^jefty  con- 
cerning your  purpofe  of  going 
into  Ireland  in  your  own  Perlon, 
to  profecute  the  War  there  with 
tlie  bodies  of  your  Englifh  fubjefts,leavied5tranfport- 
ed,  and  maintained  at  their  charge  >  which  you  are 
pleafedto  propound  to  us,  not  as  a  matter  wherein 
your  Majefty  defires  the  advice  of  your  Parliament, 
but  as  already  firmly  refolvcdon,and  forthwith  to 
be  put  in  execution,  by  granting  out  Commiflions  for 
the  leavying  of  2000  Foot,  and  200  Horfe  for  a 
Guard  for  your  Pcrfon  when  you  fhall  came  into  that 
Kingdom  j  Wherein  we  cannot  chooie  but  wirh  all 
reverence  and  humility  to  your  Majofty ,  oMerve, 
That  you  have  declined  your  great  Councell,  the 
Parliament ,  and  varyed  froai  the  ufuall  courfe  of 
your  Royall  Predeceflbrs,  that  a  b^fineffe  of  fo  great 
importance  ,  concerning  the  peace  and  -ftfety  of  atl 
your  Subjects,  and  wherein  rhty  hive  a  fpeciallime* 
reft  by  your  Majeftiespromifes  ,  and  bythofe  great 
furns  which  they  have  disburfed,  and  £y  ■•which  uicy 
coftfiflaq  .'  ftand 
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{land  engaged,  Ihould  be  concluded  and  undertaken 
without  tfteir  advice  :  Whereupon  we  hold  it  oui 
duty  co  declare  >  That  if  at  this  time  your  Majefty 
ftull  go  into  Ireland^  y&i  will  very  much  endanger  the 
fafety  of  your  Royall  Perfon  and  Kmgdome,  and  of 
all  other  States  profeffiug  theProteftant  Religion  in 
Chriftcndom,and  make  way  to  that  cruell  and  bloudy 
defignc  of  the  Papifts  every  where,  to  root  out  and 
defhoythe  Reformed  Religion,  as  the  IrifhPapifts 
have  in  a  great  part  already  effe&:d  in  that  King- 
dom, and  in  all  likely-hood  would  quickly  be  at- 
tempted in  other  placs,  if  the  confideration  of  the 
ftrength  and  union  of  the  two  Nations  ©f  England 
and  Scotland  did  not  much  hinder  and  difcourage  the 
execution  of  any  fuch  defigne  :  And  that  we  may 
manifeft  unto  your  Majefty  the  danger  and  mifery 
which  fuch  a  journey  and  enterprife  would  procure, 
v  epfefentto  your  Mujcfty  the  Reifons  of  this  our 
humble  Opinion  and  Advice. 

I.  Your  Royall  Perfon  willbefubje#,not  onely 
to  the  cafuaky  of  War  ,  but  to  fecret  pra&icesand 
confpiracies,  efpecially  your  Majefty  continuing  your 
profeilion  to  maintain  the  Proteftant  Religion  in  that 
Kmgdome,  which  the  PapiiU  are  generally  bound  by 
their  vow  to  extirpate. 

II.  It  will  exceedingly  encourage  theRebells, 
who  do  generally  profeffe  and  declare,  That  your 
M  'jefty  doth  favour  and  allow  their  proceedings^nd 
this  Infurre&ion  was  undertaken  by  the  Warrant  of 
your  CommnTion  and  it  will  make  good  their  ex- 
pectation 


peftatigpcf  great  advantage  by  your  MajcftitsPrc- 
fence  at  this  tmicoi  fomach  drfln£Hon  in  this  King- 
dome,  whereby  they  may  hope  we  ftall  be  dilabled 
to  (upply  the  War  there  ,  efpecially  there  appearing 
lefie  ncccllity  of  your  iV^ajciiies  J  >urr.cy  at  tins  time, 
by  leafon  of  the  manifold  fuccdles  which  Cod  hath 
given  againft  them. 

III.  It  will  much  hinder  and  impairthc  ireans 
whereby  this  War  is  to  be  fupported,  and  encreale 
the  charge  of  it,  and  in  both  thefe  refpedts,makc  it 
moremluppottablc  to  your  Subje&s  s  And  this  wc 
can  confidently  affirm  3  becaufc  mary  oi  the  Adven- 
turers ,  who  have  already  fiblcnbed,  do  upon  the 
knowledge  of  your  Majefties  intentions,  declare 
their  KlolutiofiSDOt  to  pay  in  their  morey3ard  others 
very  willing  to  have  fublcribed,  do  now  piofelTe  the 
contrary, 

I  V.  Your  Majcflics  abfencemuft  neccfTarily  very 
much  interrupt  the  proceedings  of  Parliament  and 
deprive  your  Subjects  of  the  benefit  of  thofe  further 
Afis  of  Grace,  and  Jtftice,  which  we  fliall  humbly 
exped  from  your  Mijefty,  for  the  cfhbbfhing  of 
perfect  Union,  and  mutuall  confidence  b  twixt  your 
Majefly,  and  your  People,  and  procuring  snd  con- 
firming the  profperity  and  happinc fle  of  both. 

V.  It  will  exceedingly  encreare  ti  e  jealouf.es  and 
fears  of  your  £cc  pie,  and  render  the  doubts  of  your* 
Subje&s,  more  probable  of  fome  force  Intended  by 
iome  evill.Cour.ccls  ncer  your  Majcftie,  in  of  pofition 
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te  the  Parliament ,  and  favour  of  the  malign*^  party 
of  the  Kiftgdom. 


VI.  It  will  bereave  your  Parliament  of  that  ad- 
vantage ,  whereby  they  were  induced  to  undertake 
this  War  upon  your  Majefties  promife,  thatitfliould 
be  managed  by  their  advice,  which  cannot  be  done 
if  your  M-jefty  contrary  to  their  Councell,  fliall 
undertake  to  Order  and  Govern  it  in  your  own 
Pcrfon. 

Upon  which,  aad  divers  others  Reafons,  we 
have  refolved,  by  the  full  and  concurring  agreement 
of  both  Houfes,  That  we  cannot  with  the  duty  which 
belongs  to  us,  confent  to  any  levies,  or  raifing  of 
Souldieis  to  be  made  by  your  Majefty,  for  this  your 
intended  expedition  into  Ireland^  or  to  the  payment 
of  any  Army,  or  Souldiers  there  s  but  fuch  £s fhall  be 
employed  and  governed  according  to  pur  advice  4nd 
direction  ;  and  that  if  fuch  Levies  fliall  be  made  by 
any  fuch  Coramiflion  of  your  Majefty,  not  agreed  to 
by  both  Houfes  of  Parliament  ,  we  fhall  be  forced 
to  interpret  the  fame  to  be  raifed  to  the  rcrror  of  your 
People,  and  difturbance  of  the  publike  Peace,  and 
hold  our  felvcs  bound  by  the  Laws  of  the  Kingdom, 
to  apply  the  authority  of  Parliament  to  fuppreflc  the 
fame. 

rtnd  we  do  further,  tnoft  humbly  declare.  That 
?f  your  Majefty  fhall  by  ill  Countcll  be  perf waded 
to  go,  contrary  to  this  advice  of  your  Parliament 
(which  we  hope  your.  Majefty  will  not :)  We  do  not 
that <afe.  hold  bur  Selves  "bound-*  to  fubmit  td  any 
f  Com- 


Commiflioners  which  yout  Majcftie  (hall  ^lufc,  but 
do  refoJTt^o  prcfcrve  and  govern  the  Kmg<J  y\\  bf 
the  Counccll  and  advice  of  your  Parliament,  (or 
your  Majcfty,  and  yout  Pufterity,  according  co  our 
Allegiance,  and  the  Law  of  the'Land. 

Wherefore  we  humbly  pray,  and  advifc  y  our  Ma- 
jefty  to  defift  from  this  your  intended  pafljgc  into 
Ireland ,  and  of  all  preparation  of  Men  and  Arms 
tending  thereunto  and  to  leave  the  mannaging  of  that 
Warre  to  your  Mujefties  Parliament,  according  to 
your  Majcfties  promife,  made  unto  us,  and  your  Roy- 
all  CommiiTion ,  granted  uncftr  your  great  Seal  of 
England,  by  advice  of  bath  Houfes;  In  profecution 
whereof,  by  Gods  bltffing,  we  have  made  a  profpe- 
•  rous  entrance  by  many  defeats  of  the  Rebels  >  where- 
by they  are  much  weakned,  and  diftieartncd,  arid 
have  no  probable  means  of  fubfiftance  if  our  pro- 
ceedings lhall  not  be  interrupted  by  this  interpofiti- 
on  of  your  Majeftics  journey,  but  that  we  may  hope 
upon  good  grounds,  that  within  a  (hort  time,  without 
hazard  of  your  Majeftics  Pcrfon ,  and  fo  much  dai>- 
gerous  confufion  to  your  Kingdoms, which  muft  needs 
enfue,  if  you  (hould  proceed  in  this  Refolution  ,  wc 
fhall  be  enabled  fully  to  Vindicate  your  Majefties 
Right  and  Authority  in  that  Kingdorn ,  and  punifh 
thofe  horrible  and  outragious  cruelties  which  have 
been  committed  in  the  murthcring,  and  fpoiling  fo 
many  of  your  Subjects,  and  bring  that  Realm  to  luch 
a  condition,  as  may  be  much  for  the  advantage  of 
your  Majefty  and  this  Crown ,  the  honour  of  your 
Government  and  Contentment  of  your  Peoples  for 
the  better  and  more  fpeedy  effefting  whereof,  we  do 
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*gain  rca4&  our  humbl*  Jcftrcs  of  your  return  to  your 
Parliament;  And  that  you  will  plcafc'V  Vejediall 
Counceli,  and  Apprehcnfions  which  may  any  way 
derogate  from  the  iaichfulncflc,  and  allegianc23which 
in  truth,  aid  finccrity,  wc  havealwaycs  borne,  and 
profcffedtoyourMijefty*  and  (hall  ever  make  good 
to  the  uttcrmoft^  with  cur  lives  and  fortunes. 
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
